char ge. 80 long as we produced more 
. capital than we consumed, we should in- 
fallitty have an increase of money, because 
euch increase of capital would constitute 
an efleetive demand fur it, and it could not 
be forced or kept out of the country. 
Cominon sense confirms this, now that the 
fact is discovered, but science is indebted 
for the discovery to Adam Smith, who 
says of gold and silver: “If, in any 


price (value) alove that of the neigh boring 
eountries, the government would have no 


occasion to take any pains to import them. 


If it were even to take pains to prevent 
their importation, it would not be able to 
effeciuaic it. Those metals, when the 
Spartans bad got wherewithal to purchase 
them, broke through all the barriers which 
the laws of Lycurgus opposed to their en- 
trance into Lacedwmon.” In another 
place he says: “ Gold and silver, whether 
in the shape of coin or of plate, are uten- 
‘sils, it must be remembered, as much as the 
furniture of the kitchen. Increase the use 
of them, increase the consumable com- 
modities which are to be circulated, man- 
aged und prepared by means of them, and 
you will infaliibly increase the quantity; 
but if you attempt by extraordinary means 
to increase the quantity, you will as infal- 
libly diminish the use, and even the quan- 
tity, too, which in those metals can never 
be greater than what the use requires.” 
„ * “The value of goods annually 
bought and sold in any country, requires a 
certain quantity of money to circulate and 
distribute them to their proper consumers, 
and can give amployment tono more. The 
channel of circniation necessarily draws 
to itself a sum sufficient to fill it, and never 
admits any more.” It is to be regretted 
that Dr. Smith's views were not as correct 
with respect to what he calls “ paper 
money,” and which wecal! no money at all, 
as they are with respect to metallic money. 
We find that the notion prevails that the 
aggregate of bank loans is restricted by, 
or cannot exceed, the volume of the cur- 
rency; thisis a mistake.
